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Preface 


The Weekly Coal Production (WCP) provides weekly 
estimates of U.S. coal production by State. Supplemen- 
tary data are usually published monthly in two supple- 
ments: the Coal Exports and Imports Supplement and 
the Domestic Market Supplement. This week's Coal 
Exports and Imports Supplement contains detailed 
monthly data on U.S. coed and coke exports and im- 
ports. The Domestic Coal Market Supplement contains 
detailed monthly electric utility coal statistics, by Cen- 
sus Division and State, for generation, consumption, 
stocks, receipts, sulfur content, prices, and the ori^ns 
and destination of coal shipments. This supplement 
also contains summary level, monthly data for all coal 
consuming sectors on a quarterly basis. 

Preliminary coal production data are published quar- 
terly based on production data collected using Form 
EIA-6, "Coal Distribution Report. " The coal produc- 
tion estimation error for a quarter at the national level 
(i.e., the difference between the sum of the weekly 
estimates for a quarter and the quarterly ElA-6 pre- 
liminary data) ranges from 1 percent to 4 percent. 

Final coal production data are published annually 
based on the E1A-7A coal production survey. The re-

vision error for a quarter at the national level (i.e., the 
difference between the EIA-6 preliminary data and the 
EIA-7A final data) ranges from .02 percent to .08 per- 
cent.

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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended July 21, 1990, 
as estimated by the Energy Information Administra- 
tion, totaled 21 million short tons, a 9 percent increase 
over production in the previous week and 19 percent 
liigher than in the comparable week in 1989. That 
week, most of the United Mine Workers of America 
(UMWA) miners returned to work, following a 5-day 
work stoppage (memorial period) c^ed by the UMWA 
for mines East of the Mississippi River. Production 
East of the Mississippi River totaled 13 million short 
tons, and production West of the Mississippi River to- 
taled 8 million short tons. 

U.S. coal exports in May 1990 totaled 10 million short 
tons. Tliis brought the total for the first 5 months of 
1990 to 41 million short tons, slightly lugher than in 
the comparable period of 1989. Japan and Italy were 
the two leading destinations, each receiving 5 million 
short tons and together accounting for one-fourth of 
total U.S. coal exports. Compared with the first 5 
months of 1989, shipments to Japan were down by 1 
million short tons, but those to Italy were approxi- 
mately the same. Other significant importers of U.S. 
coal were Canada, Belgium and Luxembourg, and 
France, each receiving between 3 and 4 million short 
tons. 


Exports of metallurgical coal from January tlirough 
May 1990 totaled 26 million short tons, This was 2 
million short tons less than in the same period a year 
earlier and reflect 25 percent less in shipments to Japan, 
the leading importer of U.S. metallurgical coal. This 
appears to be due to the replacement of U.S. metallur- 
gical coal by Australian coal. Steam coal exports dur- 
ing the first 5 months of 1990 totaled 15 million short 
tons, which was 3 million short tons above those a 
year earlier. The two leading destinations were Canada 
and Taiwan. 

Based on an average price of $43 per short ton, U.S. 
coal exports in the first 5 months of 1990 were valued 
at $1.8 billion. During tliis period the ports of New 
Orleans, Charleston and Mobile had the largest gains 
in export slupments compared to the comparable pe- 
riod a year earlier. 

U.S. coal imports in May 1990 totaled 144,099 short 
tons, which raised the total for the first 5 months of 
1990 to 1 million short tons. This was approximately 
the same as in the comparable period a year earlier. 
Colombia and Canada were the cliief sources of im- 
ported coal. Based on an average price of $34 per short 
ton, the imported coal was valued at $36 million.
